Jaaua tokJ of a rich man who 
had died and gone to a place of 
torment—and It was impossible 
for him to get out. The Apostle 
John on the other hand saw in 
vision some of the dead in heaven 
near the throne of God. 
Rke skeptic says. "When vou 
die, you die like a dog.’’ A terrible 
but logical conclusion is that we 
may as well live like brutes. 
Dachau and Belaen are examples 
of the inhuman results of auch 
teaching 
Others m\ that .»urely a Goo 
at love could never punish p 'ople 
m hell. But Jesua warned us to 
"Fear him which at ter he hath 
killed hath power to cast into 
hell; yea I say unto you, Fear 
him."’ (Luke 12:15). It might be 
wiser to heed the words of Christ 
than to decide by human wisdom 
what *he Almighty will oi will 
not do There is no foundation ;n 
the Bible lot the idea tha’ God is 
a Father of all men indiscrim­ 
inately and will not punish sin 
hereafter. Indeed Jesus said that 
some men are children of the 
Devil. (John 8 44». 
But what about Purgatory? 
One may read hts New Testa­ 
ment through and find no refer­ 
ence to any such place, much 
lees, to the teaching that poor

helped by us. Nor :s it mentioned 
in the Old Testament. Only m 
one of the apocryphal books is 
there a reference to prayers for 
the dead and even here no bene­ 
fit is expected until the Judg­ 
ment 
day! 
These 
apocryphal 
books were not received by the 
Jews in Palestine of Jesus' day 
They were not referred to or ac­ 
cepted by Jesus and the apostles. 
But the Bible makes it plain 
that believers in Jesus go duectly 
to heaven when they die Those 
who trust alone in His shed blood 
"have passed from death unto 
life" and "»hall not come into 
condemnation" (John 5:24). The 
blood of Jesus Christ "cleanaeth 
from 8ALL sin" (1 John 1:7). 
Christ promised the dying thief 
"today thou shalt be with me in 
paradise" (Luke 23:43). The same 
word is used to describe the place 
of bliss to which Paul was caught 
up and saw unspeakable things 
<2 Corinthians 11:4). John uses 
the word to refer to the place 
where the tree of life grows 
• Revelation 2.7». It is heaven. 
As to what comes after death, 
Paul declared that to be absent 
from the body” is for the Chris­ 
tian to be “present with the 
Lord" <2 Corinthians 5.8), and 
said that "to depart and be with 
Christ” is "far better." because 
"to die is gain" (Philippians 1: 
» 2 D . 
G.\e heed to the teaching of 
Scripture concerning eternal des­ 
tiny Christ said that manv travel 
the broad road to destruction, 
but He offered eternal life as a 
free gift for those trusting in 
Him as Saviour (John 3 16*.

PLANNING WILL PAY 
IN 
ILOWER GARDEN 
In planning the 1950 crop of 
flowers, consider planting some an­ 
nual flower seeds in the vegetable 
garden 
These could supply cut 
flowers and spare those in the 
regular beds for show By working 
out a planting schedule it is pos­ 
sible to get both vegetables and 
flowers from the same row In any 
event, the flower program will be 
more satisfactory if it follows a 
definite plan 
Keep a garden record as a guide 
for future garden work and pleas­ 
ure. The record can include dates 
of planting, transplanting, pinch­ 
ing, and blooming of plants, along 
with other helpful information 
W inter's end also is the best 
time to do some planning of an­ 
other nature. If the favorite view 
of the garden from the house is 
not all that 
is desired, plan to 
change it by the time next w riter 
rolls around. There is no reason 
to think a garden must appear bar­ 
ren during the winter, foi 
with 
proper planning a garden can be 
designed which will create inter­ 
est all-year-round 


NEW SPRAY OILS I SI l> 
IN ORCHARDS 
A new type of spray oil for or­ 
chards in spring has come on the 
market under trade names usually I 
preceded by the word "superior." j 
Tests conducted by several ex­ 
periment 
stations, 
and 
observa-J 
tions made in orchards w here these 
oils were used, show they are equal | 
to the regular oils in the control 
of scale and red mite, and they 
possess at least one other advan- j 
tage. Owing to their higher re­ 
finement they can be sprayed on 
trees several days later than the 
regular oils 
Later application is 
somewhat 
more effective against j 
red mite and insect eggs because j 
they are nearer hatching. 
How- j 
ever, even the superior oils should 
not be applied a fter the first leaves 
are a quarter-inch long. 
It is recom m ended that regular 
oils be used at 3 per cent and the 
superiors at 2 p e r ‘cent concentra­ 
tions. Even though used at a lower 
concentration the superior oils are 
slightly more expensive than the 
regulars but the safety factory is 
worth the difference. A good plan 
used by some growers is to start 
their spraying with the regular oil 
and then switch to superior if the 
buds suddenly start to open.
